Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  i'lnnual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Urbsin  District,  and  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  1963.  The 
report  is  set  out  in  the  manner  of  previous  years,  so  that 
comparison  v/ith  former  reports  can  easily  be  made. 

The  health  of  the  Urban  District  has  been  good 
during  the  year  and  apsirt  from  measles  there  was  almost  a 
complete  absence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases.  19‘53 
was  a "measles"  year  and  altogether  473  cases  were 
notified.  Fortunately  modern  treatment  has  done  much  to 
lessen  the  severity  of  the  complications  of  this  troublesome 
disease. 


Generali^''  the  vitail  statistics  continue  to  be 
satisfactory  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the 
illegitimate  birth  rate  fell  from  7. CD  to  4.96  per  cent  of 
all  live  births. 

The  prolonged  spell  of  cold  weather  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  presented  man5''  problems  with  frozen  and 
burst  pipes.  Did  people  particularly  had  difficulty  in 
keeping  v/arm  and  the  assistance  of  voluntary  services  in 
distributing  extra  bed  clothes  and  of  "good  neighbours" 
in  generally  helping  their  less  fortunate  brethren,  did 
much  tc  alleviate  unnecessary  suffering,  nevertheless  it 
wais  necessary  in  a fe'.v  cases  for  old  people  to  be  removed 
vcluntar-ily  from  their  homes  to  better  accommodation. 

Despite  the  extreme  conditions  to  which  people  were  subjected, 
there  was  no  major  outbreeh  of  illness.  This  v/as  probably 
due  to  the  fact  that  tem;^eratures  were  uniformly  lo'w 
throughout  the  whole  period  of  the  freeze-up,  end  there  vvere 
none  of  the  sudden  fluctuations  which  so  often  result  in 
outbreaks  of  respiratory  illnesses.

•■■^ftcr  allowing:  for  inward  and  outward  transfers 
the  Registrar  General’s  figures  shov;  that  there  vi^ere  141 
births  (74  boys  and  67  girls)  in  the  "'rban  District  during 
1963.  being  50  births  less  than  in  1962.  Of  these  births 
7 were  illegitimate.  This  is  4. 9/‘  of  the  total  live 
births,  as  compared  v/ith  7.04  in  1962. 

The  birth  rate  of  any  area  is  dependent  upon  the 
composition  of  the  population  in  .that  area.  Obviously  a 
population  with  a high  proportion  of  persons  of  child  bearing 
age  will  have  more  births  per  1,000  of  the  population  than 
an  area  with  an  unduly  large  number  of  people  in  the  older 
age  groups.  To  enable  the  birth  rates  of  different  areas  to 
be  compared,  the  Registrar  General  provides  a conixsar ability 
factor  for  each  Local  Authority  area,  vi^hich  renders  the  birth 
rate  of  each  area  comparable  v/ith  that  of  a district  the 
population  of  which  is  of  standard  age  and  sex  distribution. 
The  birth  rate  for  the  Urban  District  adjusted  in  this  manner 
is  increased  from  15. 5o  to  16.27  per  1,000  of  the  population.

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Urban  District 
during  1963  '.vas  145*  Of  these  3^  v/ere  deaths  of  non-residents 
and  were  transferred  to  the  district  in  which  the  persons 
ordinarily  resided.  There  were,  on  the  other  hand,  49  deaths 
of  Urban  District  residents  registered  outside  the  District. 

Tnc  total  corrected  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  

District  v/as  IpS  (70  males  and  88  females).  This  \¥as  9 more 
than  in  the  previous  year,  end  gnve  a crude  death  rate  of  15.19. 

This  crude  death  rate  cannot  be  used  to  compare  the 
mortality  with  that  of  other  districts,  as  the  populo.tions  of 
all  areas  are  not  similarly  constituted  as  regards  age  end 
sex  distribution.  The  Registrar  General  supplies  an  "Area 
Con^arability  Factor"  and  the  crude  death  rate  multiplied  by 
this  figure  can  thon  be  compared  with  the  deaith  re-te  of  the 
country  as  a wlnole,  or  with  the  mortality  of  any  other  local 
-area.  The  corrected  death  rate  so  obtained  was  11,24  per  1,000 
of  the  population  end  this  v/as  compared  v/ith  12.2  for  England 
and  "ales.

Water  Su'pplies 


The  mains  water  supply  was  satisfactory  "both  as  to 
cuality  and  quantity.  The  water  is  treated  by  chlorination 
and  bacteriological  tests  were  carried  out  on  the ^treated 
water  on  2k  occasions,  all  of  which  gave  excellent  results. 


Sewage  DiSi?osal 

As  mentioned  in  previous  reports,  the  condition 
of  the  main  sewerage  system  of  the  Districc  gives  rise  go 
anxiety.  Emergency  measures  have  been  taken  by  the  Council^ 
to  repair  the  main  sewer  at  certain  manholes  which  were  known 
to  be  in  a critical  state.  The  sewers  generally  are 
overloaded  and  are  frequently  surcharged.  Building  development 
cortinues  at  a comparatively  rapid  rate  and  it  is  therefore 
satisfactory  to  record  that  the  Council  have  ins cructed  ohe 
Snginoer  to  prepare  a detailed  major  scheme  to  resewer  Ghe 
Urban  District.  Consequentially  reorganisation  of  the 
Engineer’s  Department  has  been  implemented. 


if'or  maig^’  years  I have  directed  atteiibion  to 
unsatisfactory  conditions  at  the  Clyce  outfalls  at  Highbridge, 
due  to  discharge  of  untreated  sev/age,  and  it  is  particularly 
uleasing  therefore  to  report  that  the  Contractors  are  at 
present  making  excellent  progress  on  the  Council  s scheme 
to  resewer  that  part  of  highbridge  £ind  to  include  it  in  the 
general  sewerage  system  of  the  Urban  District, 


rbcfuse  aisposal 


Domestic  refuse  is  removed  by  the  Council  on  a 
weekly  collection  and  disposal  is  by  tipping  and  covering 
in  a disused  pit.  Conditions  hav^^  not  always  been 
satisfactory,  but  the  introduction  of  a mechanical  plant 
in  recent  years  has  certainly  resulted  in  improvement.  _ ihe 
existing  tie  is  isolated  and  as  a result  no  serious  nuisance 
has  resulted  from,  tipping  operations,  but  it  will  soon  oe 
necessary  for  the  Council  to  obtain  a new  site  for  refuse 
disposal  and  if  public  health  nuisance  is  to  be  avoiaed,  it 
Trill  oe  necessary  to  choose  a new  site  carefully  and  to 
consider  the  best  system  of  refuse  disposal  for  that  site. 
UerierctLly  speaking  Controlled  Tipping  in  accordance  with 
the  standard  laid  do^wn  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  is  the^most 
satisfactory  and  the  most  economical  method  applicable  oo 
an  ’urban  area.
